Disastrous Floods Reported From 
northern Texas. 


DESTRCCTIYE HAIL STONES.

RAGING WATERS. 
Moat Destructive Flood Ever Known in 
Northern Texas. 
D a lla s (Tex.), April 27th.—The most 
destructive flood ever known in the history 
of North Texas is now passing through the 
Trinity river. The great rain raised every 
tributary of it far out of their banks. Yes­ 
terday and last nigbt it rose rapidly, and 
this morning passed the highest water 
mark in fifty years. In front of this city it 
is two miles wide, extending to the foot of 
Flanders Heights west and to Oak Clifl 
south of the city. On the north all the 
residences from a hundred yards beyond 
Cochran street are submerged—some of 
them to the second floor, and others to the 
attic N 0 one has been reported drowned. 
All night and all day to-day people nave 
been moving to higher ground. The back­ 
water extends far up on the north side of 
the city, whilst on the south houses are 
submerged as far up as Ward street. North, 
south and in front of the city there is one 
vast ocean of water abont forty feet deep, 
and at this hour it is still rising, and will 
continue until at least Tuesday. Trains on 
the railroads were not running west, north 
or south of the city to-day. 
Washouts are reported all along the 
lines, but the worst is immediately around 
the city. To-night the crest of the waves 
lack six fee’ of the flooring of the bridges 
in the city, but the Santa Fe and Central 
below town are submerged. 
News from the surrounding country is 
bad. All the small bridges have been de­ 
stroyed by the deluge. Destruction of 
crops will amount to but little, for as soon 
as the water goes down they will grow 
again. 
Friday’s storm extended from the Indian 
Territory to the Gnlf and from Marshall to 
Abilene. There was not a stream that was 
not raised high above its high-water mark. 
At many points there were hurricanes and 
one cyclone. Many houses were blown 
down. 80 far only one life has been re­ 
ported lost. 
HEAVY STORM. 
HaU Stones Over Two Inches in Diam eter 
Do Great Dam age. 
B a l t im o r e, April 27ih.—A severe rain 
and hail-storm this afternoon did much 
damage to property. Rain fell to the 
depth of four-fifihs of an inch, and many 
of the hail stones were two and an eighth 
inches in diameter. The wind blew at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour. Many sky­ 
lights and plate-glass windows were broken. 
King’s Flats, the handsomest in the city, 
were damaged to the extent of $5,000. In 
several places the roofs of houses were 
blown off or crushed through the floors to 
the cellars. 
Five brick houses were partly demolished 
Several florists’ establishments suffered 
heavily, one having 2,000 panes of glass 
smashed. Some of the handsome costly 
stained-glass windows in St. Paul, Grace 
Church and Cardinal Gibbon’s house were 
broken. 
In one block every window in the bonses 
were broken. The Carrollton Hotel and 
several restanrants were greatly damaged 
by the rain which poured through the 
broken skylights. Reports from adjacent 
counties estimate the loss very heavy to the 
truck of farmers. The pecuniary loss to 
this city is estimated at $50,000.

Nxw Y o r k, April 27tb.—RobertG. Inger­ 
soll bad the following editorial over bis 
own signature in the Journal yesterday: I 
hardly know enough of the subject to give 
an opinion as to the time when eight hours 
are to become a day’s work, but I am per­ 
fectly satisfied that eight hours will become 
the labor day. Working people should be 
protected by law. If they are not, capital­ 
ists will require just as many hours as 
human nature will bear. For a man to 
get up before daylight and work till after 
dark life is of no particular importance. 
He simply earns enough one dav to pre­ 
pare himself to work another. Hie whole 
life is spent in want and toil, and snch life 
is without value. Of course, I cannot say 
that the present effort is going to succeed. 
All I can say is that I hope it will. I can­ 
not see how any man who does nothing 
can insist that others should work ten or 
twelve hours a day. Neither can I see how 
any man who lives on the luxuries of life 
can find it in bis heart, or in his stomach, 
to say that the poor ought to be satisfied 
with the crusts and crnmbs they get. 
I believe there is to be a revolution in 
the relations between labor and capital. 
The working people are reasoners. Their 
handB and heads are in partnership. They 
know a great deal more than the capital­ 
ists. It takes a thousand times more brain 
to make a locomotive than it does to ran a 
store or a bank, and there is a great deal 
more intelligence in the steamship and in 
all the thonsand machines and devices that 
are now working for the world. These 
workipg people read; they meet together; 
they discuss; they are becoming more and 
more independent in thought. They do 
not believe all they hear. The free school 
in this conntry h 9s tended to put men on 
an equality, and the mechanic understands 
his side of the case and is able to express 
his views. Under the circumstances there 
mnst be a revolution. The laboring men, 
however, ought to remember that all who 
labor are their brothers aud that all 
women who labor are their sisters, and 
whenever one class of working men or 
working women is oppressed all other 
laborers ought to stand by the oppressed 
class. 
Any man who wishes to force his brother 
to work more than eight hoars a dav is not 
a civilized man. My hope for the work­ 
ingman has its foundation in the fact that 
he is growing more and more intelligent. I 
have also some hope for the caDitaliat. 
When both become intelligent the matter 
will be settled. Neither labor nor capital 
should resort to force. 


STARTLIN G EPID EM IC. 


Stricken Dow# Without W am ln g-T hs 
Trouble Rapidly Spreading. 
In d ia n a p o lis (Ind.). April 27th.—A 
strange malady has made its appearance at 
Munice, sixty miles east of this city, in the 
center of the gas belt. 80 far there has not 
been any fatal termination of any ot the 
cases, although one, James Burgess, is in a 
critical condition. He was stricken down 
while walking along the road in the sub­ 
urbs, and lay unattended for over an hour 
before he was discovered aud taken home. 
Many of those first attacked continue very 
ill, while others are convalescing. 
The physicians seem nonplussed in de­ 
termining the causes of the attack. Some 
of them think that the trouble comes from 
diseased meat or the peculiar acids that 
sometimes accrue from canned fruits and 
vegetables. The other physicians pronounce 
it la nona, the dreaded and now prevailing 
epidemic in Italy and Germany. 
At the leading hotel twenty of the guests 
have been stricken, while the other victims 
are scattered all over the city. All the vie 
Uma were aeized with terrible griping pains 
in the stomach, attended with severe and 
nauseating sickness in and about the chest. 
The attacks continue severely at intervals 
for several hours.

ARKANSAS METHODS. 
Further «Mstfanrap 1# the Ctejrton-Breck- 
enridge Contest. 
L ittle Rock, April 27th.—The main 
feature in the Clayton-Breckenridge inves­ 
tigation yesterday was the testimony of R. 
(M, Williams, the Supervisor who was 
driven from the polls. He testified that 
he attended the election early, and that the 
Judges fried to keep him out of the voting 
place, claiming that he was not qualified. 


He had Republican tickets in his pos­ 
session. and when he went to hand them 
out at the poliing-places Dansby came up 
and began to curse, and snatching the bun­ 
dle swore that no ticket wonld be voted 
that day that was not Democratic. 
YVitness was afraid of Dansbv, who had 
threatened his life. A friend had told him 
that Dansby said the day before that if 
“Monk” Williams was at the election he 
would go away a dead negro. Dansby 
went ofl about noon after some guns and 
was seen to retorn later. 
Dansby was seen by witness in the act of 
intimidating other voters, but so far as he 
knew no one else made any trouble during 
the day. Nobody interfered wiih Dansby, 
and the Judges appeared to tolerate his 
conduct. 
On cross-examination, witness admitted 
having received a circular from the Repub 
lican Committee, oflering a reward for tes­ 
timony of interference at elections. He 
had received $250 on that account. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


THEOSOPHtCAL SOCIETY. * 
Fourth Annual Convention of the Am eri­ 
can Section. 
C h ic a g o, April 27th.—The fourth annual 
convention of the American section of the 
Theosophical Society was held here to-day. 
Bertram Keightly of London was present 
as the bearer of a message from Madame 
Blavatskv, the ruling spirit of the organi­ 
zation. He also had a lengthy address 
from the conncil of the British section and 
fraternal communications from branches 
in various European countries. 
Madame Blsvatsky’s communication 
warned the members against results at 
present germinating in many of the latest 
psychic and occult powers into such forms 
as “Christian science,” “mind care,” etc. 
“Understand once for all,” said she, “that 
there is nothing spiritual or divine in any 
of these manifestations. The healer inter­ 
feres, consciously or nnconscionsly, with 
the free mental action of the person he 
treats, and this is blank magic.” 
The General Secretary’s report said the 
vtait to Japan by Olcott, one of the found­ 
ers of the organization, bad been of mo­ 
mentous importance to the Buddhist 
Church. The report recommends the sus­ 
pension of all forms of invitation. The 
existing ones, the report said, while 
commonly symbolic, 
merely confess 
the signs and words by which membership 
can be proved. The objections were that 
the society was not a secret body, but 
merely an organization of students and 
philanthropists. The present system of 
grips and pass-words arouses in mauy 
countries distrust and antagonism.

FLOGGED BY A WIDOW. 
Her Victim Cries for Mercy, But She 
Flies the W hip Relentlessly. 
S t . J o se ph (Mo.), April 27th.—Mrs. 
Charles Thomafe is the widow of a mer­ 
chant who left her considerable property. 
She is young, and one of the prettiest 
women in the city, and moves in the very 
best society. Her husband has been dead 
a year, and she can count her admirers by 
the sc*#e. William M. Bushev was one of 
them, but she repudiated his advances. 
He then began circulating stories regarding 
her which reflected seriously upon her 
character. She warned him to desist, but 
he did not, and shortly after noon to-day 
she, accompanied by her brother, accosted 
Bushey on South Ninth street. 
She demanded the retraction of what he 
had said, but he refused, aud thereupon she 
drew a rawhide, and as her brother held 
him, showered blow after blow npon him. 
Then her brother took Bushey’s coat from 
his back and Mrs. Thomas continued the 
chastisement until the blood was streaming 
tnrqueh his shirt. They then left and the 
victim went to a physician's and afterward 
to the Prosecuting Attorney, where war­ 
rants charging Mrs. Thomas and her 
brother with assault and battery were 
sworn out.,

Over two hundred people witnessed the 
flogging without trying to prevent it. Mrs. 
Thomas maintains her own establishment, 
and is probably worth $50,000.

C h ic a g o , April 27th.—Fally 1,000 pack- 
itig-house men by a unanimous vote de­ 
cided th's afternoon to go out on a strike 
Thursday unless the request for eight hours 
per day is complied with. President 
O’Neill, of the Packing Laborers’ Union, 
Íiresided at the meeting. John McCnl- 
ough said the packers owned the laborers, 
body and soul, since the last strike, and 
now when an effort is being made to shake 
off the coils which bonnd them, they 
should take advantage of the opportunity. 
This time there would be no Pinkertons to 
intimidate or mnrder them. Lawyer Rich- 
man promised the men from whom money 
forfeits against the strike had been ex­ 
acted bv different establishments, that 
they would not lose one cent of their for­ 
feits.

THAT ANCIENT RIVER. 
Professor Hanks Combats a Popnlar The­ 
ory of Miners. 
Professor H. G. Hanks has been writing 
some elaborate articles for the Mining and 
Scientific Press to disprove the ancient river 
theory which is commonly accepted by 
miners to account for gold-bearing quartz 
found in this 8tate. These are the main 
points he produces against that belief: “If 
the rivers were extensive and powerful 
nough to round qnariz bowlders and con­ 
vey them so far as claimed, the force of the 
current would have ground animal and 
vegetable life to a powder, and have wholly 
obliterated them. The same river at the 
eatne time could not have deposited the 
pipe clay, filled as it ia with perfect leaves, 
as described by Dr. Trask. 
“No observant person can stand in the 
uncovered channel of a hydraulic mine, or 
at the breast of a California drift mine, 
and believe that this vast work was that of 
a river. If the work of a river, all the 
bowlders brought down wonld not be 
quartz, for no river could flow through a 
country all the rocks of which are qnartz, 
or discriminate and select from the great 
multitude of known rocks quartz frag­ 
ments only and reject all others, nor could 
any river 1,000 feet wide or more convey 
large bowlders or move gold. If the work 
of rivers, the silty depaat called ‘brick bat’ 
by the Georgia gold miners, and found at 
the Edman mine, Plumas county, and 
elsewhere in the deep placer region, would 
not cover so wide an area. 
“The same river that conveyed and de­ 
posited the bowlders twentv tons in weight 
could not have subsequently filled the in­ 
terstices with the finest of silt as described 
by Professor Blake and others, which did 
not mar the perfection of fine leaves. If 
bowlders were formed by river action, as 
believed by many, they would be only in 
the beds of streams, while in fact they are 
fonnd by drift miners in the banks, ter 
above the bedrock.”

President Harrison Yetoes the Ogden 
Taxation Bill 


WORK FOR THE W EEK OUTLINED. 


It ia Believed the President Will 
Sign the Bill for the San 
Jose Building.

FENDING LEGISLATION. 
W hat the Senate a n d House W ill D u ThU 
W eek. 
Washington, April 27ih.—The Senate 
to morrow will resume the consideration 
of the land grant forfeiture bill, with the 
expectation of coming to a vote before 
adjournment. After that the customs ad­ 
ministration bill will probablv fill out the 
remainder of the week. There is consider­ 
able opposition on the Democratic side to 
the measure, and Evarts has an amend­ 
ment to propose. 
The silver bill will be taken up this 
week if any time remains. The Republi­ 
can caucus of the Senate has agreed upon 
the details of the silver bill, and it is be­ 
lieved the measure will be prepared for 
consideration by the Senate by the time 
that body is ready to entertain it. 
The failure of the House to pass the leg­ 
islative appropriation bill Saturday leaves 
it *0 come up to-morrow as unfinished 
business. The previous question has been 
ordered. At present the intention is to 
press the silver bill, and it will probably 
be called up on a resolution to be reported 
by the Committee on Rules, allowiug two 
days for discussion. The Pension Com­ 
mittee ia to be given a bill and the Com­ 
mittee on Public Buildings is to have the 
same privilege, in order to dispose of bills 
reported. 
The diplomatic appropriation bill will 
probably be passed without discussion. 
No time has yet been alloted the river 
and harbor bill, but as a large number of 
the members desire the measure passed be­ 
fore the tariff bill comes up, they may be 
able to have it considered during the week. 


HIS FIBST VETO. 
President H a rris o n Opposes tlie Ogden 
Taxation Bill. 
W a sh in g t o n, April 27th.—The President 
has vetoed the bill to authorize the city of 
Ogden, U. T., to assume increased indebted­ 
ness. This is President Harrison's first 
veto. In his message the President says: 
The general law fixes a limit of 4 per cent, on 
the last assessment for taxation as the limit of 
indebtedness which municipal corporations in 
Territories may assume. Ihis bill extends the 
limit as to Ogden to 8 per cent. The purposes 
are not peculiar or exceptional. They relate to 
schools, street improvements, etc., ana are com­ 
mon to every prosperous town. It the argument 
by which the measure is supported is adopted, 
the conclusion should be the repeal or modifi­ 
cation of the general law, but in mv opinion the 
limitation imposed by law is wis:e and whole­ 
some and should not be relaxed. 
The city now has the power to increase the 
indebtedness i 180,000, which would seem enough 
to make a good beginning in the construction of 
sewers, while the cost of street improvements is 
usually met by direct as-essments. Almost all 
States have limited the power of municipal cor­ 
porations to incur indebtedness, and the limit 
is generally lower than that fixed in the Terri­ 
tories. 1 do not doubt that the citizens ot Ogden 
will ultimately realize that the creation of a 
municipal debt of over half a million dellars by 
a city of i5,0t.0 population, being about *37 per 
capita, is unwise. 


F re e C o in ag e . 
W a sh in g to n, April 27th.—Judging from 
expressions of the extreme silver men after 
the Republican Senatorial caucuB yester­ 
day, there is a weakening all along the 
line. The confident expressions of a week 
ago are no longer heard, and the demand 
for free coinage or nothing, so ofcen ex- 
{iressed early in the session, is soft and 
ow.The manner in which Senator Jones of 
Nevada was out-generaled by a single­ 
standard man in the caucus committee on 
Thursday has had somewhat of a dampen­ 
ing effect. 
The Western Republican Senators now 
agree that they will accept any bill that 
will improve the present situation, as free 
coinage seems so objectionable to President 
Harrison and Secretary Windom. 
San Jose*» Building;. 
W a sh in g t o n, April 27th.—It is reported 
npon good authority that President Harri­ 
son entertains a belief that too mnch public 
money is being wasted on public building 
appropriations, and be will soon commence 
to veto them after Cleveland’s manner of 
disposing of private pension bills. 
The California delegation have for sever­ 
al days been fearful for the success of the 
San Jose appropriation for a public build­ 
ing, but by dint of hard word, Mr. Clunie, 
with the assistance of Morrow and Mc­ 
Kenna. has impressed the President of 
San Jose's need of such a building, and it 
is now believed he will sign the bill. 
Tuesday is the last day for his signature, 
and he will probably act on the bill to­ 
morrow. 
H o ra c e F. P a g e . 
W a sh in g to n, April 27th.—The attending 
physician reported that ex-Congressman 
Page was better to-day, but he is unable to 
say as to his ultimate recovery from the 
heart trouble with which his patient is 
afflicted. 
He is a very sick man but said to night 
it was his intention to leave for California 
within fifteen days. 
PRINCE BISMARCK. 
His Views on the Labor Troubles In 
Enrope. 
In a dispatch from Friedricbsrube, dated 
April 25th, Prince Bismarck ia credited 
with saying to a New York Herald cor­ 
respondent: 
“ If I were still a Minister of the Crown I 
would wish to abstain from all interference and 
allow matters ’o tale their natural course. I 
would pursue a policy of observation. If acts 
contrary to law were attempted I would fight, 
otherwise I should look on with indifiereuce. 
If a laborer chooses to select a day to make 
merry, or walk abont In a procession, I should 
do nothing to prevent him with repressive legis­ 
lation. It is always the same. Outward at­ 
tempts to prevent mischief are often the sole 
reason for the mischief existing. More mischief 
is sometimes done by closing «street that seems 
in a dangerous condition when crowded than 
by overlooking or directing the circulation in 
it, as we sometimes see in other Urge cities.

ou calmly awaited the Issue. It is a grand rule 
In such caaes to avoid threats, as well as to 
avoid promises. When a turbulent striker sees 
the authorities take extraordinary measures to 
S 
reserve the peace he knows that they dread 
lm, and realizes this the more aggressive he 
becomes. 
“The antagonism between the employer and 
the employed, in my opinion, is the result of a 
natural law, and in the course of nature cau 
never come to an end. We will never reach a 
situation where the laboring men will say, ’We 
are satisfied both for ourselves and lor our 
children, for those who come after us.’ It may 
be considered au axiom that the desire of the 
laborer to improve his condition, to get ou, will 
last as long as he sees any one whose condition 
is better than his own. 
“Improvement has taken place in the condi­ 
tion of the laboring classes during the Utter 
half century. Fifty years ago the children of 
poor Germany went barefoot in summer little 
more than a shirt or shi:t covering them up to 
the age ot ten or twelve. To-day the children 
of the poorer classes are decently clothed and 
shod, both young and old. Their food Is better 
and they do not work so many hours. This Is 
true, 1 Uncy, of all civilized countries.” 
The correspondent mentioned a word con­ 
cerning the prosperous condition of working­ 
men belonging to guilds in flourishing cities 
His Highness demolished the whole ubric of 
the theory by saying: “The members of those 
guilds are not workingmen at all, la the mod­ 
em sense. They were the aristocracy of the 
workingmen. Their prosperity was based on 
exclusiveness. 
“In this eternal struggle between Ubor and 
capital, labor has scored the most victories, and 
such will be the case whenever the Uborlug 
man has the ballot. Should there ever be a 
final victory it would be his; but if this struggle 
ever did come to an end human activity would 
come to a deadlock, human struggle and striv­ 
ing come to an end, which I do not think is the 
intention of Divine Providence 
“Another solution O-ily is poasible—where 
slavery exists. For instance, lu Africa, whose 
state of civilization has remained the same from 
time immemorial on the basis of slavery, the 
negroes being content without striving, either 
because of ihe narrowness of their intellects or 
from the dread of scourging. This state of 
tilings has existed there since history first re­ 
corded it. 
"Yet another solution may be found in an­ 
other part of the world—in tome thousands of 


islands where, in consequence of the climate, 
the production oi food is without efiori r.nd 
there is no necessity lor working. This condi­ 
tion ot attains existed when Europeans first 
came there to find a sort of garden of Eden 
All there was for man to do was to break off á 
cocoanut from s tree, eat it, aud then go and 
play in I lie sunshine, but in such a situation no 
progressive man might live. Men have lived 
that way for thousands of years and wonld have 
been content so for thousands ot vearv more 
like sleek, good-natured animals, "but in our 
lile the strife and struggle that accompanies 
progress produces civilization by the friction oi 
human competition. 
“If society wishes i eace i; must never ceas.’ 
to be ready to fight, for just as between natioe> 
peace is maintained by the danger oi war aud a 
resolution to fight for peace if it be threatened, 
so, too, in the interior of any political assocn'- 
tion composed of individuals of strong will, 
peace could never tie maintained nor justice up­ 
held unless defended by the right to iU maud 
the execution of judgment by the physical 
strength ot the executive, and justice would 
soon entirety disappear and become impotent. 
The same is true. 1 thiuk, of society aud social­ 
ism. If the political parties who oppose social­ 
ism do not unite in defense ol their independ­ 
ence and the welfare of the citizen and family, 
they must succumb to socialistic domination 
uutil such lime as socialism, iu its itirn, is over­ 
thrown by the excess of misery inherent in it as 
in slavery, lor a socialistic system of govern­ 
ment is a species of slavery, a sort of peni en- 
tiary system for the union of intended victims. 
“Such a system’s show of strength on Mav 
day will not be without its advautages. Uutil 
now the hatred of every partv against their 
next neighbors in politics is still stronger than 
rheir fear ot socialistic domination, because 
they do not believe in the strength of the social­ 
ists, aud in the struggle among themselves each 
party courts the favor of the socialist' for their 
alliance and their votes. Nor in their greed for 
votes do they keep before their miuds the dan­ 
ger and sufleriLg civilized society would be ex­ 
posed to when ruled by the feast educated, 
least intelligent p .rtlon of the population, 
whose ignorance is easily led b\ any eloquent 
liar whose stock in traue is the thousaua nat­ 
ural ills that flesh is heir to, for which they will 
denounce any existing government as respons­ 
ible, while they themselves indulge iu large 
promises, all at cheap rates That is what I 
consider beiug a liar. A mob is a sovereign that 
needs flattery as much us any Sultan. 
“No, this conflict oi the classes will never 
cease. To solve it is like trying to solve the 
problem of the squaring of the circle. It is a 
Utopian dream ot a thousand vears, a millenium 
to be realized only when we beeome as angvls. 
Any arrangemeut ou a basis of a fixed icward of 
labor, say five shillings a dav. is not feasible. 
No such arrangement could be made binding on 
those who shall live a hundred years hence; uor 
would the laborer of to-day res- contented. 
Grant five shillings, aud a demand lor six and 
even seven would speeJilv follow it. It is as 
useless to think this question capable of eternal 
settlement as to exclude all future struggles, iu 
which socialism wit give a good deal oftrouble. 
“Yet governments have sometimes been re- 
Froached with lack of euergy aud tenderness 
do not call it tenderness if a man be a coward 
aud yield to the pressure of a manifestation. It 
is sometimes true benevolence to shed blood— 
the blood of a riotous minority iu detense of the 
peace-loving, law-abiding majority The first 
requisite of a government is energy, not to be a 
time server nor 10 sacrifi e the future to an ar­ 
rangement of couveuiecre purely temporary. 
A government should be steadfast. The firm­ 
ness, indeed the fierceness, of the ruling power 
is a guaramy of peace both abroad and at 
borne. A government always ready to yield 10 
a majority, either local, temiorary, parliament­ 
ary or riotous, which keeps vip its authority by 
concessions, each one of whien paves the wav 
for a uew concession, is 111 a sore strait. 
“No, the 1st oi May is not dangerous. If we 
consider the Socialist a-i euemy who names a 
dav for an assault, It is not to be dreaded. It is 
a sham fieht—a sham of strength like that of the 
Salvation Army—the successor failureof which 
depends largely on whether there is danger of a 
conflict; but whether there will be or hot de- 
‘iids on the tact displayed by the authorities. 
reventire measures owe most of their success 
to the foresight of the executive officials, who 
are rarely leaders of meu or statesmen, to 
see that their measures are sometimes trouble 
some ins ead of useful.

AN HISTORIC RELIC. 
“ U ncle” Alf Estltl M akes a Present to a 
Turfm an Friend. 
The desk of Secretary Kock of the New 
Y’ork Jockey Club is now ornamented with 
a handsome inkstand of black marble with 
silver trimmings, which is both admired 
and envied by all horsemen who have seen 
it. Above the ink well is arranged so as 
to make a clever pen rack one of the plates 
worn by the famous El Rio Rev when he 
made his record of 1:11 at the track of the 
New Y'ork Jockey Club in the White 
Plains Handicap on Saiurday, August 31, 
1880. The nails which fastened the plate 
to the hoof of the flyer form rests for the 
pen holders, and the p’ate is supported at 
the back by one of the sou’s which Winch- 
ell wore on that day.

All these are heavily plated with silver, 
and held in place by a framework of the 
same material. On this work is the in­ 
scription, "Presented to T. H Kock, Secre­ 
tary of the N. Y. C„ by Alf Estill.” A 
smaller plate bears these words: ‘ El Rio 
Rev, 1:11.” The whole affair is in Tiffany’s 
best style, and the donor, Mr. Estill, is the 
manager of the Theodore Winters's stable, 
to which El Rio Rey belongs.

Do you ever play domino whist ? It is 
the latest game of cards extant, aud is 
rapidly superseding poker, hearts aud 
other games involving a minimum of 
science with a maximum of luck in the 
home circle and quiet, decorous social 
gatherings. Four people [day the game, 
and one who is familiar witli the technical 
names of cards informs us that the person 
who sits at the left of the dealer—what­ 
ever that is—begins by playing what is 
called a seven-spot of some suit—spades, 
hearts, clubs or diamonds. If the p’ayer 
cannot show up a seven-spot he is elected 
to put a check in the pot, though our in­ 
formant says a nickel, a dime or a two-bit 
piece is just as good as a check and costs 
more. Then the next [>erson takes up the 
game and plays a seven-spot—if he can— 
and after a seven-spot is placed on the 
table the other cards m sequence are 
placed, eight-spots are placed on the right 
and six-spots on the left of the seven-spot. 
Every time a person cannot play a card 
on one of the four piles in the center of 
the table, down goes a check to the bottom 
of the pot. When some one plays his last 
card the game is at an end, and he takes a 
check for each card held by tbe other 
three players when the game ceased.

T h e fears th a t agitate parts of Europe 
concerning the May Day labor demonstra­ 
tions are not probably exaggerated by the 
press dispatches. 
Undoubtedly the center 
of the anticipated storm will be in Austria, 
and the anti-Sem itic feeling there will 
tend greatly to provoke outbreaks th at 
m ay result in scenes of great brutality. 
The officials, however, in G erm any and in 
A ustria appear to think th at there will be 
no great difficulty in preventing serious 
riots. 
One reason for the belief of quiet 
prevailing throughout Germany is based 
upon the fact th at a large body of work­ 
ingm en are bitterly opposed to the demon­ 
strations intended, and hold th at such 
m m ifestations will result in the defeat of 
reforms desired by the workingmen that 
can be accomplished by legitim ate and 
peaceful means. 
Certainly this is sound 
judgm ent. 
Revolutions entitled to rank 
as such are never appointed by pro­ 
gramme, and are not to be worked off as 
is a piece of dram atic mechanism. 
W hen 
revolutions in Europe come to stay, they 
■will be the unexpected, and will take on 
forms for which there has been no pro­ 
gram me preparation—certainly for which 
there has been no pre-announcement. We 
may therefore reasonably conclude that, so 
far as the May Day demonstrations are 
concerned, they will not develop activities 
for which the European G overnm ents are 
not fully prepared, and th at while they 
may be, unquestionably will be factors in 
social changes of the century, and possibly 
political revolutions also, the immediate 
manifestations will not result as tragically 
as the fearful think will be the case. 
In 
England the demonstrations on the 1st 
and the 4th of May will probably be very 
m uch like many th at have preceded them. 
There appears to be no fear there that 
there will be any lawlessness, and no ex­ 
traordinary precautions have been taken 
by the authorities. 
In France, the fear 
of trouble grows out of political agitations 
as much as out of fears of rioting by work­ 
ingmen, and the city of Paris seems to be 
the only locality of any moment where 
even such fears are entertained. 
B ut it is 
unlikely that in France there will be anv 
serious troubles, for the wage-earners are 
there well situated, compared with the 
condition of those of A u stria; in France, 
also, the ill results of domestic strife in 
arms would be visited directly and imme­ 
diately upon the small industries of the 
Republic, a fact that the French fully ap­ 
preciate. 


B is m a r c k has broken through his habit 
and given to a reporter an extended state­ 
m ent of his views concerning the antici­ 
pated trouble in Europe on the 1st of 
May. 
W hat he says on the subject of re­ 
pression can be summed up in two sen­ 
tences. 
W ere he in power he would make 
no agressive movements, but w ith indiffer­ 
ence, apparently, look upon the parades 
and demonstrations of strikers; but if any 
breach of the law was committed he would 
be prom pt to punish it and prevent its 
continuance. 
H e believes th at there is 
more to be feared from repressive legisla­ 
tion and action than from liberty to agi­ 
tate. 
Both threats and promises should 
be avoided by Governm ent, and rulers 
should not forget th at outward attem pts to 
prevent mischief are often the sole reason 
for the m ischief existing. 
There is wis­ 
dom in these declarations th a t will not be 
m uch antagonised. 
Bismarck was free to 
say to the reporter, th at in his opinion 
preparations against turbulent strikers are 
received by them as confessions of fear on 
th e part of the G overnm ent and they 
therefore become more aggressive. 
Still, 
Bism arck would have Governments at all 
tim es conserve their strength sufficiently 
to command the ability to enforce the 
judgm ents of the Courts and the Execu­ 
tive in the execution of the laws and 
the 
preservation 
of 
|>eace. 
But 
it 
is singular that while in office Prince 
Bismarck did not impress his critics as 
entertaining any such liberal views con­ 
cerning labor agitation. H e was accredited 
as a repressionist at heart, and that fear of 
him operated in that direction is unques­ 
tioned. 
F urther on in the interview re­ 
ferred to, the ex-Chancellor touches upon 
the subject of the ca{>acity of the people to 
govern, and leaves no doubt in the reader's 
m ind concerning his idea on th at head. 
H e does not, in fact, believe th a t the 
people are capable of governing th em , 
selves, and he adheres to the line of 
thought that, exemplified in his political 
ca reer, made him th e strongest supporter 
in Europe of the absolutist theory and of 
m onarchial institutions. 


N o t often do wc find in the San F ra n ­ 
cisco F-taminer suggestions th at we can 
heartily indorse, but its projosition that 
California shall invite President H arrison 
to visit the State the coming fall is an ex­ 
cellent tn e. 
But one President has ever 


visited the coast. 
I f th e present incumb­ 
ent of th e office can be induced to spend a 
week or two here th e result w ill likely be 
very beneficial for California interests. 
H e will be hospitably entertained, and 
will gain ideas of th e coast and its needs 
th a t cannot but serve us well in m atters in 
which national legislation must be con­ 
cerned. 
I t was understood last year th at 
th e President would not be averse to a 
trip to th e Pacific in 1890, and there is, 
therefore, much reason for the hope th at 
he will accept an invitation to come in 
the fall, a t the tim e of the holding of the 
various fairs, when he can see our produc­ 
tive exhibits best and meet most of our 
people. 
A t the date when the annual ex­ 
position of th e State A gricultural Society 
is on, and the Mechanics’ Institute at San 
Francisco holds its fair, would, therefore, 
be th e most appropriate season for the 
visit. W e do not believe th at there would 
enter into the trip any political suspicion 
w hatever because at th e tim e we shall be 
in th e m idst of a State campaign. G en­ 
eral H arrison, if he can be induced to 
come to th e coast, wonld do so, not as the 
head of the Republican party, but as the 
chief m agistrate of th e American nation. 
I t m ight be well to agitate the m atter 
now, and as th e State Board of A gricult­ 
ure is 
a non-political organization it 
m ight most appropriately take th e in itia­ 
tive in it. 


T h e b e is a vigorous and m anly tone in 
th e President’s letter to the A ttorney- 
G eneral instructing him to see to it th at 
the processes of th e Federal Courts are 
served and the laws of the nation exe­ 
cuted in Florida, even if it is necessary to 
call upon the Executive to throw all the 
power of the U nited States into the effort. 
If the Federal Government cannot execute 
the decree of its Courts in Florida, it is 
tim e for it to confess th at the scheme of a 
republic is a failure. 
The President’s let • 
ter gives the Florida lawless elem ent to 
understand th at if they continue in their 
resistance to the laws they must prepare to 
measure arms w ith the strongest nation of 
the W estern hemisphere. 
I t is such de­ 
claration as th at just made by President 
H arrison th a t gives confidence to the peo­ 
ple in the power of the G overnm ent to 
preserve their liberties and m aintain de­ 
crees of the Courts, which are the final 
barriers to oppression and the chiei safe­ 
guard of the rights of person and of prop­ 
erty.

The Loss ia Estimated at •ttO.OOO-Nar- 
row Escape of Other Buildings— 
Gallant Firemen. 


Pedestrians passing along Second street 
between I and J streets, last night shortly 
after 10 o'clock, noticed smoke issuing 
from the cellar 
beneath the Sollivan- 
Kelly Company’s large paint and oil store. 
A peculiar odor, like burning oil, was also 
niceable. 
Little attention was paid to the m atter at 
first, bu t a few m om ents later, as the 
smoke grew more dense and the odor 
more pronounced, the suspicions of some 
were aroused that all was not well. 
Several parties investigated and soon 
discovered that a fire had broken out in 
some portion of the building—presumably 
in the cellar. 
An alarm was prom ptly turned in from 
box 25, on tbe corner of T hird and K 
streets. As usual the Fire Departm ent was 
on hand in short order, Engine No. 1 being 
on the gronnd b at a few m om ents after 
the alarm sounded. Chief O’Meara, upon 
his arrival, recognized at once that he had 
to contend w ith w hat all firemen have 
learned to fear—a “ blind” fire. 
There was no knowing where the blaze 
was. 
The Chief ordered a general alarm 
sounded im m ediately and the entire de­ 
partm ent was soon on the ground. 
M eanwhile the smoke 
was growing 
blacker and so dense that the building was 
completely hidden from view.

Chief O’Meara fairly screamed this, and 
his men knowing that the lives of their 
comrades depended upon their prom pt­ 
ness lost no tim e in turning everv pipe 
upon the awning. The flames resisted, but 
were gradually beaten back until all was 
darkness again, and the great clouds of 
black smoke again obscured the outlines 
ol the men. 
But the three hosemen were saved by 
the quick work of their comrades. 
One of them flung him self from the 
awning to the street below, and was caught 
by those who were in waiting. The second 
managed to reach his ladder, and while the 
pipemen drenched him , he slid down from 
the perilous place. The third man sought 
safety by scrambling up on the roof of the 
building and thence to the adjoining build­ 
ing, which was out of reach of the flames. 
Every pipe—a dozen or more—was now 
directed upon the front of the building. 
The glass doors and windows were smashed 
in and the streams turned inside. 
B ut it 
seemed that the flames were beyond hum an 
control. 
They had now burst from the 
roof, and roared and crackled deafeningly. 
The neighborhood for blocks around was 
lighted brilliantly by the glare, and the 
heat became so intense that the crowd was 
forced to move some distance away. 
The flames were now leaping across the 
alley and seemed to envelop the new brick 
structure of Chesley fc Co. 
It began to 
look as though the building would go, and 
the big W ells-Fargo structure was threat­ 
ened. Every now and then a loud report 
would be beard, followed by an unusually 
bright sheet of flame, evidently caused by 
the explosion of combustibles which were 
kept in large quantities y the company. 


GREAT WORK BY TH E FIREM EN . 
The fire-fighters had now succeeded in 
breakind down the doors, and exposed to 
view the seething furnace w ithin. 
A 
grander and 
yet more appalling sight 
seldom has been seen. It was nothing but 
one mass of flame, and the roar was 
deafening. B ut the gallant firemen were 
not dismayed. They slowly but surely 
forced the fire back into the building and 
toward the rear. They did not seem to 
realize tbe danger of falling tim bers from 
the roof, but stubbornly forced their way 
inside. 
The fire had now raged for nearly an 
hour, and for tbe first tim e began to give 
evidences of succumbing. 
Cheer after 
cheer went up from the throng in the 
street and the firemen took it u d as they 
plunged farther into the buildine. The 
glare was not so bright now. and the flames 
had been driven back fully fifty feet from 
the street. 
IN ANOTHER QUARTER. 
Suddenly word came to Chief O'meara 
that it was breaking out in the rear of 
Jones, Givens & Co., on J street, which ad­ 
joins the rear of the Sullivan-Kelly, form­ 
ing an L. 
Several pipes were immediately taken 
around on J street and passed through tbe 
Jones-Givens store to where the fire was. 
This was not difficult to manage, and after 
it was extinguished the firemen found that 
they bad secured quite an advantageous 
position from which to fight the flames, 
which were now belching forth in great 
sheets from tbe rear of the Sullivan-K elly 
building. The attack cauld now be made 
from all sides, and it was not long after 
when the fire was completely at the mercy 
of the firemen. 


VICTORIOUS F IR E FIGHTERS. 
Had it not been for the fact that all of 
the buildings in that vicinity areof brick, 
tnere is no telling where the fire would 
have stopped. As it was, though Cbesley 
& Co.’s building was at times completely 
enveloped in the flames, it was not dam ­ 
aged to any very great extent. The brick 
walls of the burning building also kept the 
fire from spreading to tbe south toward 
Wells. Fargo <fc Co.’* building, although it 
looked at one time as though none of the 
buildings conld escape. 
Tbe fire was easily handled after it was 
once nnder 
control, and by 1 o’clock 
was out. 
Several stream s were kept play­ 
ing on tbe ruios during tbe Digbt, how ­ 
ever, for fear of a fresh outbreak. 


THE PROBABLE LOSS. 
A R e c o rd U n io n reporter secured a brief 
interview with Mr. M cLaughlin, one of the 
members of the firm, after tbe excitement 
and confusion had partially subsided, and 
learned from him that the loss to tbe stock 
would probably foot up 135,000, fully cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
The heavier portion of the stock was 
not in tbe building, but the basement con­ 
tained a large am onnt of case goods, oils, 
etc . which it was I bought bad not suffered 
m uch. Tbe main flow and shelves con­ 
tained only tbe lighter class of goods, such 
as paints in cans, fancy stock, colors, etc. 
This floor was not "burned through, ex­ 
cept in spots, and after the fire had been 
sufficiently subdued 
to allow entrance 
thereto tbe employees of the firm got in 
and removed the contents of tbe safe, 
which were found uninjured, including 
the books and accounts of tbe firm. 
The boilding is owned by Green & 
Trainor of this city, and cost abont $30,­ 
000. 
As tbe fire was still burning it was 
impossible to tell to w hat extent it is dam ­ 
aged. but it is believed that tbe loas will 
am ount to at least $15.000. Tbe iron front 
and tbe basement walls are probably as 
good as ever, bnt It was believed th a t" tbe 
fiercely hot fire above the ground floor 
bad ruined tbe m ain walls.

AN ACCIDENT. 


A Sidewalk Gives Way—A Panic—The 
Injured. 
Just after the flames burst out of the 
front ot the oil store, followed by columns 
of smoke so dense and heavy th at they 
sank to the ground, a terrible crash was 
heard nearly opposite, on the west side of 
Second street, about midway of the Sazerac 
building. T he sidewalk had given way 
and precipitated nearly h alf a hundred 
people into the pit ten feet beneath. 
As the cries and shrieks of the uniortu- 
nates went up there was a panic-stricken 
rush along the street and the 
people 
surged around into J street straggling and 
shooting, the m ajority believing that an 
explosion bad taken place. Police officers 
and volunteers hastily formed a line abont 
the wreck and the work of extricating those 
beneath tbe plane of the walk began. There 
was insufficient light to see w hat was the 
real condition of affairs. Corporation moon' 
light prevailed, w hich m eans darkness, so 
far as street lam ps are concerned, when the 
moon is np. The people conld be heard in 
the pit straggling w ith each other, shriek­ 
ing and groaning. They evidently believed 
that an explosion had taken place and 
were panic-stricken in consequence. Some 
strong-voiced men made themselve beard 
from above, however, and comm anded the 
terrified ones below to rem ain qoiet and 
cease straggling. 
A mom ent later some 
onecam e with a lantern, and one by one 
the people down the reins of the walk 
were pulled up. Am ong the num ber were 
three women. 
It was miraculous that no one was killed 
and no bones were broken. Several men 
were bruised about the body, a num ber 
had cuts and bruises about the head; two 
or three were stunned and unable to real­ 
ize w hat had happened. A young man 
nam ed Peterson was pretty badly h u rt in 
the back. Others had severe contusions 
about the legs and feet, and some were cut 
by splinters and pierced by nails in the 
hands and lees. 
But so far as coaid be 
ascertained in the fearful confusion.no one 
was seriously injured. 
W hen the last person had been lifted or 
palled out, a Chinam an named Ah Soney 
walked into the pit, the lantern having 
been 
teni|>orarily 
removed. 
H e 
fell 
heavily, and sustained a compound fracture 
of the right leg just above the ankle, m e 
broken bones being driven through the 
flesh and protruding. 
Candles were pro­ 
cured and the m an taken out and conveyed 
to the Receiving 
Hospital, where "his 
wound was dressed. 
A thorough examination of the ruins 
was then made to ascertain if any hnm an 
beings m ight be beneath the broken tim ­ 
bers but none were found. The sidewalk 
appears to have given way about two-thirds 
of the way from its outer line. The people 
were thus precipitated into a narrow "V ” 
shaped space, and were thrown and packed 
upou each other. 


A SAMPLE OF MANY. 
There were no central supports to the 
sidewalk to be seen, the timbers stretch­ 
ing the entire sixieen-foot span evidentlv. 
The walk is an old one, and should long 
ago have been replaced by a substantial 
structure. 
A close exam ination of the 
timbers could not be made last night, but 
they appeared to be insufficient in size, as 
well as decayed and inadeq uately supported. 
It is understood that the property along 
which the sidewalk runs is owned by Dr. 
II. W. Harkness, of San Francisco. The 
R e c o r d U n io n has repeatedly called atten­ 
tion to this class of walks as not only eye­ 
sores, but traps, and has urged that a 
thorough inspection of all old walks be 
made from below, but there is every reason 
to believe it has not been done. 
The walk that fell in last night had not 
upon it at the lime more people than 
m ight be expected to be standing upon it 
on any such occasion as a campaign m eet­ 
ing, the moviDg of a large procession in the 
street, or on the occasion of a public re­ 
ception. It is upon one of the fitst busi­ 
ness streets of the city and at one of the 
busiest corners of the business section. 
T hat a walk way incapable of holding up 
safely all the people who can get upon it 
should have been so long tolerated is a dis­ 
grace to the city and a reproach to the 
authorities. B ut there are scores of such 
walks. Even last night all along J street, 
from Second half way up to Third on the 
north side, the police warned the people to 
leave the sidewalks and take to the streets, 
though on none of them on J street was 
there at any time any considerable crowd. 
It is worthy of note also that when the 
walk gave way on Second street the people 
were not moving about, but standing still, 
watching the firemen at work across the 
street. 
H ad there been any running or 
jum ping upon the structure so severe criti­ 
cism m ight not be justified, but under the 
circumstances the maintenance and tolera­ 
tion of a sidewalk such as that was next 
to crim inal negligence or stubbornness. 
A walk ought to be so supported and of 
such strength as to uphold all people who 
can obtain footing upon it. It is supposed 
to be laid for that very purpose—to resist 
the strain liable to be put upon it at any 
time in case of fires, processions, celebra­ 
tions, etc. 
W hen it is considered that m any walks 
are heavily loaded with merchandise, and 
in addition are liable at any m om ent to be 
crowded with peopie, it is a wonder that 
more of the old rattle-traps on our street 
lines do not give way. That there were 
not a dozen hum an lives sacrificed last 
night by reason of maintenance of a walk 
way of insufficient strength, was not due to 
the rigor of our sidewalk ordinances or the 
efficiency of the officers whose doty it is to 
see that people are not exposed to undue 
risk by use of the sidewalks. 
One m an last evening, who was stranger 
in the city, possibly a non-resident ptop- 
erty-owner, after the 
first 
excitement 
of 
the 
accident 
had 
subsided, 
re­ 
m arked 
to 
the 
crowd 
th at 
the 
sidewalk would not have fallen if the peo­ 
ple had not stood so thickly upon it, and 
that they must expect such accidents if 
they overload the walks. It rem ained for 
a spirited woman to reply : “ You think so, 
do you ? W hv, sidewalks are made for the 
people to stand upon, are’n t they ? No one 
person can occupy more than a given space 
upon a walk, can be? 
How are people to 
know that a walk will not sustain all who 
may wish to walk or stand upon it? I 
have stood on this walk that has jn st fallen 
on several occasions, at celebrations and 
meetings, when it was just as full as it was 
to-night. W hat do you think people are 
m ade for, anhow ?” There was no reply 
made to indignant lady. None could be 
made, for she was right in saying a w alk­ 
way sbonld be able to bold as" m any as can 
stand npon it to tbe square yard.

Wire Goads 


GIVENS & CO. 


Street Also 
Firm on J 
Suffers a Loss. 
Despite the good work of the firemen, 
the fire pushed its way southward from the 
rear of the burning building and attacked 
a store-room in the rear of Jones, Givens & 
Co., of 26!) J street, dealers in wire goods 
on a large scale. Tbe store-house was con­ 
sumed and its stock of goods went down in 
the flames. 
As nearly as the firm conld tell, there 
was from $10.000 to $12,000 worth of goods 
in the building, which they considered a 
dead loss. The insurance" thereon was 
$7.000 or $8,000. 
The larger portion of the stock of this 
firm was in the m ain store, fronting on J 
street, hat the basem ent thereof was leased 
by the Sullivan-Kelly Company, who had 
stored therein a large num ber of barrels of 
inflam mable m aterial, into w hich the fire 
bad worked its way. 
At 11:30 o’clock the firemen bad several 
lines of hose into tbe basement under thjs 
store, where tbev were contesting every 
inch of the fire’s"progress. H alf an honr 
later they bad it under control. 
It was 1 o'clock this m orning when the 
big w histle at tbe W ater-W orks announced 
th at the fire had been extinguished. 


OIL STORAGE. 


Restrictions That should be Imposed in 
Regard to Inflammables. 
Of contse the one topic, secondary to the 
fire itself, among all the people upon the 
streets, was that of oil storage and the 
keeping of extra inflam mable liquids. No 


definite information prevailed as to whet I 
the law npon the subject is, except upon 
the storage of one or two liquids, gasoline 
and benzine. Perhape there is not any 
regulation restricting the am ount that may 
be kept in a single structure. The im pres­ 
sion am ong m any is that there is no need 
for any restrictions as to oils, varnishes, 
turpentine, etc., but the sentim ent pre­ 
vailed that there ought to be regulation 
and strict supervisión as to the m ethod of 
storing 
such 
inflammables; that 
they 
sbonld b> kept w itnin absolutely fire-proof 
rooms that may be closed against all lia 
bility to ignition. 


WELL MANAGED. 


The Fire 
Department Complimented on 
Its Efficiency. 
There were num bers of strangers at tbe 
fire, some San Franciscans who are here 
attending the races, and also several of the 
mem bers of the New England Pioneer 
party. They were ail loud in praise of the 
m anner in which the Sacram ento Fire De­ 
partm ent handled the fire, and were especi­ 
ally _ warm in their eulogies upon the 
heroism of the officers and men when 
fighting their way to the breast of the con­ 
flagration. 
One elderly Massachusetts man. wearing 
a badge of the visiting party, declared that 
up his way they think they have about the 
best departm ents in “all creation,1’ but be 
thought that there are none of them that 
could have done better work than that he 
saw last night performed by the Sacra­ 
m ento firemen. 
” 


(THE GROWING) CROP. 


Signal Observer Berwick Receives Addi­ 
tional Weekly Bulletins. 
W eekly crop bulletins were received by 
Sergeant Barwick yesterday as follows: 
Sonoma—Robert H ill, Observer, says the 
late rains have been of im mense value to 
this county. T he surface of the ground 
was becoming baked to such an extent 
that plowing had been alm ost suspended. 
The rainfall affected the growing crop 
favorably. The tem perature and sunshine 
were about the average, and affected the 
fruit crop very favorably. 
C. C. Farm er, Postm aster at Santa Rosa, 
reports wheat and barley crops as below the 
average yield. Stone fruit is below the 
average in quantity Grapes are above the 
average. All crops were favorably affected 
by the paat week’s weather. 
Amador—It is reported that 1.31 inches 
of rain fell during the week, which, to 
gether with the tem perature and sunshine, 
had affected the grain and fruit crops very 
favorably. 
Butte—Watson Chalmers, the Observer 
at Chico, reports that the rainfall, tem per­ 
ature and sunshine for the past week had 
affecied the growing grain fruit crop very 
favorably, and the grain crop from D ur­ 
ham, eighteen miles north of Chico, will 
be a good average one. South of that to 
Marysville it will be less than one-third of 
a crop. It has been very wet in all adobe 
lands south of Durham . 
Alameda—A. J. Palm er, Observer, re­ 
ports from Livermore light rains on the 
19.h and 20th, bnt no damage therefrom. 
The week’s sunshine and tem perature has 
affected grain and fruit very favorably. 
San Joaquin—Ezra Fiske, the Observer at 
Lodi, reports that the precipitation, tem ­ 
perature and snnshine 'h a d affected the 
grain very favorably. Indeed, there was 
1 40 inches of rainfall.

ZALES MEETS HIS DEATH. 


A H in t to th e City T ru stees. 
Last winter, during the high water, the 
city drainage was pumped over the Y-street 
grads, or levee, into the pool opposite the 
foot of Eighth street, out of which the 
drainage canal leads, and at all times the 
citv drainage flows into the same re­ 
ceptacle. To this fact is attributed the 
other fact that tisb in that pool are dead or 
dying, and that their carcases are piling up 
along the pool as the waters drain off. and 
in consequence there is a fearful stench in 
that quarter, and whatever there is of 
pqisonons nature in it is wafted into the 
city by southeast bre+zes. Employesat the 
City Cemetery, which overlooks the pool, 
complain of the nuisance bitterly, and say 
that the city should at once send men to 
gather the fish and burn or bury them, 
notwithstanding the fact that the nuisance 
is outside of the city limits. 
No decomposition of any nature is as 
poisonous as that of fishes. It would be 
the grossest stupidity, if not criminality, to 
permit such a nuisance to longer exist. 


E lectric Lighting. 
The Capital Gas Company is putting up 
new poles in various parts of the city for 
the purpose of adding some seventy street 
intersection electric lights to the present 
system, increasing the number to comply 
with the terms of the contract made by the 
city with the Redding-Clarke Company. 
The company is also laying the founda­ 
tion for a building in the vicinity of the gas 
works, in which will he placed another 
electric plant, doubling the capacity of the 
present system. When it is completed the 
works on Sixth street will be closed down 
and consolidated with the new plant. The 
enterprise involves the expenditure of a 
large sum of money.

H e Staggered in Front o f a M oving Train 


and is Crushed—H e D ies From 


H is Injuries. 


Gustave Gonzales, an old r.ian, who has 
been employed far many years as a Steve­ 
dore on the river-front met with a fatal ac- < 
cident on R street, between Fourth and 
Fifth, 
The train bonnd for the baseball park 
had just run upon the side-track near the 
place in order to allow the regular incom­ 
ing 8tockton train to pass. 
Gonzales, who, it appears, was consider­ 
ably under the influence of liquor, came 
from the direction of the river and walked 
across the tracks and toward the baseball 
train. It seemed that he either intended 
to board it or walk around the train. Sud­ 
denly he staggered out upon the main 
track just aa the Stockton train came dash­ 
ing by. He was knocked down and the 
wheels passed over his right leg, almost 
severing it from bis body. 
The train was stopped as quickly as 
possible, and the train-men went baók to 
where the unfortunate mao lay. He was 
unconscious, and was bleeding profusely 
from various wounds about his head and 
arms, while the mangled leg presented a 
horrible appearance. Word was sent to 
the Police Station for assistance, but as no 
officers were available immediately, the 
sufferer waa placed upon the train and 
taken to the depot. From there he was re­ 
moved to the Receiving Hospital, where 
medical aid was given. 
The mangled leg was amputated above 
the knee, his other wounds were dressed, 
and the unfortunate man waa made aa 
comfortable as possible. It was evident to 
the doctors, however, that Gonzales was 
sinking rapidly and could not survive the 
terrible shock. 
The wife of the dying man was notified, 
and she hurried to the Police Station. The 
scene which occurred there upon her ar­ 
rival was an affecting one. 
The poor 
woman sobbed and screamed hysterically, 
and finally had to be taken away from the 
hospital by police officers. 
The injured man became unconscious 
again shortly after his wife left and did not 
regain his senses again. Gradually his 
breathing 
became fainter, and at 5:30 
o’clock he died. 
Accounts differ considerably as to the ex­ 
act manner in which Gonzales got in front 
of the train. One man, who says he wit­ 
nessed the accident, stated last evening t hat , 
Gonzales sat down on the track just before 
the train came along, and could not get out 
of the way in time. Another man said the 
deceased was walking along the track eat­ 
ing fruit, and did not hear the train behind 
him until it was too late. At all events, 
the sad affair was purely accidental and 
unavoidable, so far as the train men were 
concerned. However, Gonzales managed 
to get in front of the train; he did it so 
quickly and unexpectedly that it was im­ 
possible to stop the train. 
The deceased was a native of Chile, 75 
years of age, and lived with his family in 
the alley between Front and Second and 
N and O streets. 


TO-MORROW’S RACES. 


T he C hris. G reen H an d icap to be th e 
E v en t o f th e M eeting. 
To-morrow will be the second day ot the 
spring running races so successfully inaugu­ 
rated Saturday by the State Agricultural 
Society.

Green Handicap—A sweepstake 
for all ages of $50 each. h. f., or $10 if de­ 
clared : with $500 added; second horse to 
receive $100 out of stakes. Weights an­ 
nounced March 1st. Declaration one by 6 
p. m. April 1st. A winner of any race, after 
publication of weights, of one mile or up­ 
wards. to carry three pounds; of two races, 
five pounds; of three or more, seven 
pounds. 
This will not apply to horses 
handicapped at 125 or over. One and one- 
quaiter miles. Closed with twelve entries. 
Purse $400; for silages; $10from starters 
to go to second horse. Maiden allowances; 
If three years, five pounds; four and up­ 
ward, ten pounds. Non-winners this year 
allowed five pounds. Allowances cumu­ 
lative.

Kio Ja k k ieo , March-31st.—The Govern­ 
ment has at last taken official notice of the 
false reports and alarming rumors which 
have been frequently circulated, and Mar­ 
shal Fonseca has issued a lengthy decree 
regarding these reports which he says are 
highly injurious to the foreign credit of 
Brazil, besides being intended to create 
alarm and a panic at home. 
The decree declares that all persons who 
originate or aid in circulating such reports 
are subject to the decree of December 23d 
last, which provides that they be euilty of 
military sedition. From this provision is 
exciuded the written or verbal criticism of 
the Government’s acts for the purpose of 
exposing, correcting and preventing ad­ 
ministrative errors, provided it be free from 
personalities and defamation. 
When the decree of December 23d was 
issued the editor of the IK iu m , liberal, 
the organ of the last Monarchial ministry 
discontinued the publication of his paper, 
alleging that the decree was destructive of 
the freedom of the press. Other papers, 
already guarded in tone, became more so, 
and the discussion of political matters was 
almost oon&ned to private circles. 
In 
these, however, it became more and more 
lively, and all sorts of reports were kept in 
circulation, cansipg no little annoyance to 
the Ministers and tneir friends. 
Then there arose a feeling favorable to 
the freedom of the press, and shortly after 
two members of the ministry gave open 
expression to this feeling. In the latter 
part of February an official paper published 
the declaration of the Provisional Govern­ 
ment that the decree of December 23d was 
not intended to restrict the liberty of the 
press. Since then the tone of the press be­ 
came much bolder and some very violent 
articles against the Government have been 
pnblished. 
Rumors of all kinds have continued to 
circulate, and some of them found their 
way into the press. Dr. Pedro Tavores, 
editor of a paper at Campos, was arrested 
yesterday for publishing an article against 
the Government, but was afterwards re­ 
leased. Tavores is an original Repnblican. 
W hen the republic was first proclaimed be 
was appointed Governor of Maranboa, but 
resigned shortly after because the Govern­ 
m ent annulled hie decree separating the 
Church and State. 
He then established an opposition paper. 
One of the notable articles published in a 
San Paulo paper by tbeex-M inister of the 
Interior, Lobo, says, in part: “Let them 
say what they please, there must exist en­ 
veloped in a clond of mystery which the 
Provisional Government has not been able 
to penetrate—anelement that is conspiring 
against our present institutions and against 
the future of the republic. 
“There is something singular in the re­ 
ports which from time to time spring into 
circulation, and which are becoming more 
and more frequent. They originate simul­ 
taneously at distant points, and spread over 
the country as if conveyed by tne work of 
wires. The celebrated and lamentable in­ 
surrection of the soldiers was previously 
announced at different places. The Pro­ 
visional Government could perceive that 
some hidden hand was touching the springs 
of the plot against it, but this hand it was 
never able to discover.” 


A N O TH ER VERSION. 


B ism arc k W ill S trike B ack a n d W ill 
S trik e H a rd . 
Berlin, April 27th —The true history of 
the rupture between Prince Bismarck and 
the Emperor is just coming out, though as 
vet it is only whispered in dark corners. 
Bismarck’s confidential friends who have 
visited him at Fredrichsruhe say that the 
ex-Chancellor is fully aware that the dis­ 
missal is directly due to the hatred of the 
Empress Frederick and that be is watching 
his opportunity for revenge, and when he 
strikes he will strike hard. 
Bismarck's dismissal was the last shot 
fired in the bitter duel which has been wag­ 
ing for years between the ex-Empress and 
Bismarck. 
Bismarck's pTactioe in life has been to 
crush his opponents. Heconld not destroy 
the Crown Princess, and his dislike of her, 
therefore, became a hatred, which the 
Princess returned in the fullest measure. 
This mutual aversion developed into a ran­ 
corous fend. 
Bismarck's influence over 
the present Emperor caused a complete es­ 
trangement between the yonng Prince and 
his parent. The Princess, on the other 
hand, did all in her power to undermine 
the Chancellor’s authority and succeeded 
in frustrating many of his plans. To be 
the enemy of Bismarck was a sure passport 
to her favor. 
At one time the Chancellor determined 
to stop her intrigues and intercepted her 
private correspondence, a fact of which she 
complained bitterly uid warned her family. 
The climax was capped when Bismarck 
sent Prince William to San Remo to force 
his dying father to sign a deed of abdica 
tion in bis favor, hut in this scheme the 
Chancellor was defeated by the Princess 
Royal. 
His 
emissary returned empty- 
handed. 
On Frederick's accession to the throne 
the Empress' first act was to secure the re­ 
moval of the Minister of the Interior, Herr 
Von Puttkamer, the Chancellor’s chief 
ally. 
Soon after Fredericks death the 
Empress, by the publication of her hus­ 
band's diary, aimed the severest blow at 
Bismarck's reputation that he had ever re­ 
ceived. 
Meanwhile 
the complete rap­ 
prochement was brought about between 
the Emperor and hie mother, and i- was 
aided by the sympathy and support of her 
family in England, and was still further 
able to undermine the Chancellor's posi­ 
tion and aided to estrange him from the 
yonng Emperor. 
Bismarck can now clearly trace the hand 
of England's Queen and the Prince of 
Wales in the forces which worked to his 
downfall. The strikes in Westphalia fur­ 
nished the ever-watchful Empress with a 
chance lor a fresh blow at her arch-enemy. 
It was at her instance that her personal 
friend, Hinzpeter, was made Chief of the 
Private Bureau of Investigation, whose re­ 
ports were diametrically opposed to Bis 
m arch’s. 
Later the Empress' position, though man­ 
ifested in more trivial things, was none the 
less bitter and 6ure. Through her royal 
English relatives she has gradually gained 
almost as complete control over her son as 
«he bad over her husband, and has enc- 
oeeded in swamping Bismarck with a pet­ 
ticoat government. So one knows better 
than Bismarck bow be has been defeated 
by a smart woman, and be winces under 
it, but he will strike hack, and possibly 
very soon. 


T H E A T R IC A L ANTICS. 


T h e Q u e er Doing* o f E aoperor WlIHaau 
Cause* C -—" -T * 
Rbblin, April 27th.—The chance remark 
of one of the court physicians that William 
II. resembles, too greatly, bis ciusin, the 
late madman and suicide, King Ludwig of 
Bavaria, has created a profound impression 
and is being repeated and discussed and 
whispered everywhere. 
It is remarked 
that the Emperor's idiosyncrasies are more 
aud more assuming the same character as 
thoae of the ill fated Bavarian. He has, 
for example, had an elaborate full suit of 
medieval armor made of bronze and inlaid 
with silver, gold and precious stones. 
Arrayed in this and moan ted upon * mag­ 
nificent charger, also panoplied in wail, he 
is having a huge historical painting of him­ 
self made, which he intends to hang by the 
side of the painting of Frederick the Great 
in the great ball of the palaoe. 
He is also having a series of instantane­ 
ous photographs made representing him ­ 
self at the head of the Royal Guard, him­ 
self and horse in violent action, while the 
ground all about is strewn with prostrate 
bodies, supposed to be corpses of those 
who have fallen beneath the Emperor's 
lance and sword. 
These and similar theatrical perform­ 
ances are looked upon with the utmost 
gravity by the physicians who make dis­ 
orders of the brain n specialty. Whatever 
may be the Emperor's mental health, how­ 
ever, there is no question regarding the 
strain of insanity in the family of the Em­ 
press 
The mother of the Empress, Duch­ 
ess of Augustenburg and the Princess of 
Hohenlohe-Langenbnrg, has for years suf­ 
fered frota # deranged intellect, and her 


cocidition has now become so serious as to 
require her confinement in a private mad­ 
house near Gratz. 
The first manifestations of her insanity 
appeared as long ago as 1852. At that time 
Bhe became violently enamored of the 
French Emperor, Louis Napoleon, and 
wished to accept his offer of marriage, and 
from doing so she was prevented by the 
strenuous opposition of Queen Victoria 
of England and Prince Albert. Thence­ 
forward her whole mind seemed warped 
and a hopeless derangement gradually de­ 
veloped. She is now in precarious bodily 
health and her death may be expected at 
any moment. 
Her daughter, the Empress, shows no 
signs uf inheriting her malady, although 
she has no especial intellectual force, and 
the imperial cbildran are all bright and 
ciever.
